United States Has Right To Dig Ca- 
nal Even Without a Treaty 
with Colombia — Question 
of Reasonable Time 
Is Considered. 


Washington, November 13.—For several! 
weeks President Roosevelt has had in 
preparation his annual message to the 
congress to be presented at the opening 
of the regular session on the first Morday 
of December.

canal by treaty. In this treafy we went 
as far as it is possible for us to go in 
the Girection of making concessions to the 
United States of Colombia. No further 
con¢essions can or should be made: by 
thig government.”

Guayaquil, Ecuador, November 13. 
General Plaza, president of Ecuador, 
has cabled to President Marroquin, 
of Colombia, sympathizing with him 
in the recent events on the isthmus 
of Panama. 

President Marroquin has replied 
thanking General Plaza and adding 
that Generals Reyes, Caballeros, Os- 
pina and Holguin are marching on 
Panama with a large army to subdue 
the isthmus. 


To Punish “Isthmian Traitors.” 

Lima, Peru, November 1!3.—The Co!om- 
bian minister to Peru has published here 
cablegrams. received from his govern- 
ment, dated at Bagota November 10, I! 
and 1/2, respectively. ‘he cablegrams 
say that the Colombian government has 
taken measures to suppress ‘‘the isthmiuan 
traitors’’ and add thatz all the parties and 
al] classes have offered to the government 
their lives and property in defense of the 
national territory. 

What Will United States Do? 

Washington, November 13.—Both Sec- 
retary Hay and General Youne the chief 
of staff of the army, had retired when 
the bulletin announcing that an “army 
from Colombia was marching against the 
isthimans came, so that it was impos- 
sible to learn what action the govern- 
ment might take to meet the issue which 
will be raised. Rumors were current to- 
day that the government intended to send 
Unitea States troops to the isthmus of 
Panama, but positive official denials were 
made that such was the intention of the 
administration which some time ago as- 
serted its purpose to prevent fighting that 
would endanger the free transit of the 
isthmus. 

Situation at Bogota Critical. 

Panama, November 13.—It is rumored 
that the situation Bogota ex'- 
tremely critical, and that there jis a con- 
tinuance of the manifestations of furious 
despair over the loss of the isthmus. Ths 
feeling against President Marroquin is 
growing in intensity and one rumor has 
it that he has been deposed. The pop- 
Wace of Bogota is talking of sending a 
big expedition to recapture the isthmus at 
any cost, in their excitability losing sight 
of the futility of such an attempt. It is 
believed here that Admiral Glass com- 
mander of the United States squadron 
will soon caijj officially on the junta, .and 
that his squadron will salute the -Nag 
of the republic.

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CRAZY NECRO 
KILLED GREEN 
ON DOOR STEPS 


"Father of Greater New York’ 
Shot Down as He Was 
Leaving Home, 


a 


NEGRO HATED A WOMAN 


EMPLOYED BY VICTIM 


He Had Tried To Get Green To Dis- 
miss the Woman—After Shoot- 
ing Green to Death the 
Murderer Cursed the 

' Corpse. 


New York, November !3.—Andrew H. 
Green, the “father of Greater New York,” 
and one of the city’s oldest and most 
remarkable citizens, was shot and in- 
stantly killed on the steps of his home, 
on Park avenue, today, by Corffelius M. 
Williams, a negro who is believed to be 
insane. 

The shooting was evidently the out- 
come of an insane delusion on the part 
of the negro that Mr. Green had slane- 
dered him, for, when he was asked why 
he had committed the murder, he replied: 

“I did it to save my character.” 

There were three witnesses of the trag- 
edy, Mrs. Anna Bray, a domestic in Mr. 
Green's family; Emil Michelsen, an er- 
rand boy, and Patrick Dyer, a cabman. 
According to these witnesses, the nero 
must have been waiting for Mr. Green to 
come home from his office. The negro 
was standing in the vestibule of the 
house, and as Mr. Green started to ascend 
the two steps leading to the hall door, 
Williams advanced toward him. There 
Was a brief interchange of words, and 
then the negro drew 2 revolver and fired 
five shots in rapid succession. Mr. Green 
sank to the stone pavement, bieod 
streaming from his head, while his mur- 
_derer, returning the revotver.to his pockét, |. 
leaned against the railing of the step as ~~ 
if awaiting arrest. 


Cursed His Victim. 

William H. Burns, carriase starter for 
the Murray Hill hotel, was one of the 
first to reach the negro, whom he seized 
as he was about to walk away. and turn- 
ed him over to a policeman and a detec- 
tive who rushed up a moment.later.. A 
physician was on the spot almost imme- 
diately and pronounced Mr. Green to be 
dead. As the negtfo’s aged victim fell a 
young woman rushed out of the house 
and took the dead or dying man’s head 
in her lap, at the same time calling upon 
him in piteous tones to speak to her. As 
she tried in vain to get a response, wit. 
liams turred upon his victim and shouted; 

“Damn you, I told you I would get 
even with you.” 

One of the negro’s bullets embedded it- 
self in the ceiling of the vestibule. It is . 
believed that all of the others took effect. 
Any one was sufficient to cause instant 
death. 

Mrs. Bray told the police that she was 
about to enter the house when she saw 
Mr. Green accosted by Williams, and 
heard the former say, in answer to Some 
‘words addressed to him by the negro: 

“Go away. I don't know you.” 

Then Williams drew his revolver and 
shot the old man. As soon as the pé- 
licemen seized the colored man they 
searched him and found the revolver, 
which was still warm.

One Amendment Was Offered by Wil- 
liams To Abolish the Differen- 
tial Duty on Refined Su- 
gar—Report of Com- 
mittee on Bill.

Washington, November !3.—The house 
committee on ways and means today au- 
thorized a favorable report on the Dill 
making effective the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty by a vote of 14 to 2. Mr. Met- 
celf, republican, of California, was pfes- 
ent, but did not vote, and Messrs. Rob- 
ertson, democrat, of Louisiana and Coop- 
er, democrat, of Texas, voted against the 
bill. 

Two amendments were offered in com- 
mittee, but both were rejected by the 
republican vote. One, offered by Mr. 
Coopr, extended the provisions of the 
treaty to all other countries. The other, 
offered by Mr. Williams, the minority 
floor leader, abolished the differential 
duty of refined sugar. 

The report says: 


“The enactment of this bil] into law 
‘ls necessary to give effective to the cou- 
vention providing for reciprocal] trade be- 
tween this country and Cuba. This re- 
Bults not merely because the convention 
liself provides that it ‘shall not taxe 
effect until the same shall have been 
approved by the congress,’ but because 
the constitution gives no power to the 
president and the senate to make a con- 
vention or treaty changing the rates of 
revenue. That power is expressly lodged 
in the congress. 

“This legislation will result in no harm 
to any American industry. Articles, the 
product of this cOuntry, like the articles 
embraced in this convention now I1m- 
ported from Cuba, receive the very high- 
est protection of any in the same sched- 
ule. The duty of sugar was placed above 
the protection int for the purpose of 
revenue. The house tariff bill provided 
expressly for a reduction in the interests 
of reciprocal trade agreement, which it 
authorized the president to make. The 
duty on tobacco has for many years been 
much higher than necessity required on 
account of the competition of Cuban to- 


bacco. The reduction in thig bill leaves | 


it amply protected.,’’

“Reasonable time in the case of such 
an enterpNse as this enterprise, which 
has been thought of for nearly four cen- 
turies, which has been planned in detail 
and worked at for half a century, and 
completed will endure for 
ages and will change the geography of a 
hemisphere apd the trade routes of the 
world, must, of course, mean whatever 
time is necéssagy to convince ourselves 
that the course we are following is wise 
and proper. 

“It seems evident that in a matter such 
as this should finally decide which is the 
best route and If the advantages of this 
route Over any other possible route are 
sufficiently marked we shoyld then give 
notice that we can no longer submit to 
trifling or insincere dealing on -the ‘part 
of those whom the accident of possession 
has placed in temporary control of the 
ground through which the route must 
pass; that if they will come tm agreement 
with us in straightforward fashion we 
shall in return act not only with justice 
but th generosity, amd that ff they 
fail to come to such Ggreement with us 
we must forthwith take the matter into 
our own hands.” 

Livernash Attacks Roosevelt. 

Washington, November 13.—The house 
was in session seventeen minutes today, 
adjourning at 12:17 p. ng. until Monday. 

Mr, Payne of New York, chairman of 
the committee on ways and means, re- 
ported the Cuban bills and gave notice 
that on Monday he would call tt up for 
consideration. By unanimous consent the 
minority of the ways and means com- 
mittee was given further time in which 
to submit a minority report. 

Mr. Payne stated that the agreement 
with the minority was that the Cuban 
bill be considered until 4 p. m. Thrusday, 
when a vote will be taken. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal, Mr. Livernash of California, 
aroge tO a question of personal privi- 
lege. Reading from manuscript, he be- 
gan: 

“Indications are that in the Panama- 
Colombia matter, the president is invad- 
ing a constitutiona] prerogative of the 
congress, and it seems of high impor- 
tance to the dignity and authority of this 
house that doubt be dispelled forthwith.” 

Mr. Payne arose to a point of order 
and insisted that the question of privilege 
be stated first. 

The speaker suggested that a resolution 
would inform the house as to what ques- 
tion the gentleman desired to present. He 
finally sustained the point of order, cries 
of “regular order,’’ being heard On the 
republican side. 

Cuba Is Shy of Panama. 

Havana, November 13.—It has been de- 
cided by the cabinet that no recognition 
will be given by the Cuban government 
to the new republic of Panama until that 
republic has been recognized by some of 
the other Latin-American governments. 


RUSSIA'S REAR 
NOW GUARDED 


That Result Obtained by 
Visit of the Czar 
Abroad. 


St. Petersburg, November 13.—There is 
much gatisfaction here over the result 
of the czar’a visit abroad. It is believed 
that a complete understanding was 
reached with Germany and France re- 
garding the near east and the Far East, 
making peace and rendering Russia's 
rear secure in the event of future hostil- 
ities with Japan. While the danger of 
hostilities is considered over for the pres- 
ent, despite the warlike tone of the east- 
ern dispatches, it is realized that the 
settlement is merely patchwork. 

Foreign Minister Lamsdorff has profited 
by the happy consequences of the csar’s 
trip. The minister's position was consid- 
ered to be insecure when he went abroad, 
and his resignation would not have been 
unexpected. The fact that Admiral Alex- 
ieff, the viceroy of the Far East, was 
exercising an independent course in Man- 
churia without regard for the foreign 
office was embarrassing to Count Lams- 
dorff, who, besides, was opposed by M. 
Besabraieff, who is a member of the 
committee of the Orient and recently in 
high favor with the czar. What the 
ezar heard abroad coincided with Count 
Lamsdorff's counsels. It is positively 
known that the czar telegraphed Alexieff 
that there must be no war. It is, how- 
ever, problematical as to what may hap- 
pen when the czar returns and M. Besa- 
brajeff gets his majesty’s ear.

It is urged that this plan 
is more politic than -the original prop- 
osition to give the United States a fee 
simple title to the land, a passage which 
would go far toward confirming the sus- 
picions of some of the South and Cen- 
tral American countries respecting the 
territoria!] designs on the part of the 
United State. Today’s reports from the 
isthmus, though unofficial, but through 
reliable channels, are to the effect that 
everything is quiet and there is no appre- 
hension of a hostile collision with Co- 
lombia. It is expected a call wttt be is- 
sued next week for a constitutiona] con- 
vention and that within thirty days the 
new government will be permanently es- 
tablished under a constitution patterned 
closely after that of Cuba. When this is 
done the United States government will 
accredit a minister to Panama, but mean- 
while any work of a diplomatic character 
wil) be entrusted to Mr. Gudger, the 
consu] general at Panama. 

The reported action of the Nashville 
in turning back to Colon a getachment of 
Panama troops bound for Porto Bello, 
is said at the navy department to be an 
indication of the position of the United 
States government which is animated, it 
is stated, by the single purpose of pre- 
venting any one whether from Colombia 
or Panama, disturbing the peace on the 
isthmus. 


No Troops for Panama. 

War department officials have reached 
the determination that the situation at 
Panama does not warrant the sending 
of troops there. Both Secretary Root 
and Lieutenant General Young, chief of 
staff, today authorized the statement to 
be made that no orders have been issued 
to any troops to proceed to the isthmus 
and that none is in contemplation. 

in speaking of the matter today, Gen- 
eral Young said that the president and 
secretary of war had been greatly an- 
noyed by the public board statement that 
troops were to be sent to the isthmus. 
No such orders or instructions had been 
issved, he said. 

At the state department a most em- 
phatic denial was given to the report. 
Officials realize that any such movement 
would add to the political complications 
here, 

Secretary Hay has received a cable- 
gram from Minister Beaupre, dated Bo- 
gota, November I|!, asking for leave of 
absence. It makes no mention of fur- 
ther disorders there. The secretary has 
given Mr. Beaupre permission to de- 
part from Colombia at his own con- 
venience. 


War Ships Stop German Steamer. 

Colon, November 1|3.—Cutters from the 
American war ships here were dispatched 
this morning to stop the German steamer 
Markomannia, which was seen 2 miles 
off towing a launch towards the harbor. 
It was thought that the Markomannia 
was coming from a Colombian port, but 
it appears that she had been chartered at 
Bocas Del Toro to bring the alcade of 
that port to Colon, 

There was a big scare at. Bocas Del 
Toro on the receipt of news via Port 
Limon, Costa Rica, that the Colombian 
government was sending 5,000 troops to 
retake the port, which had recently de- 
clared its allegiance to the new republic 
and the alcade left on the Markomannia 
for Colon for the purpose of obtaining 
arms and ammunition with which to 
equip 500 volunteers to resist the ex- 
pected Colombian attack. The alcade, 
however, has returned to Bocas Del Toro 
to allay the fears of the populace and 
to give assurance that the landing of 
Colombian troops there will not be per- 
mitted.

Columbus, Ga., November 1|3.—(Special.) 
The Muscogee grand jury has appointed 
a committee to go before the county com- 
missioners and request that body to place 
mounted police in the city’s suburbs. The 
greater number of criminal cases tried 
in the courts here arise from disorder, 
gambling, ete., on the part of negroes 
just outside the city limits.

NEGRO SLAVERY 
~ IN NEW YORK 


Jockey Hicks Asks the Court 
Not To Reestab- 
lish It. 


(New York, November 1!3.—Proceedings 
to determine the right to the service of 
Wallace Hicks, the negro jockey, came 
up in the supreme court today, counsel 
for A. J. Plicque appearing to oppose 
the application of Hamilton Wright, of 
New Orleans, as agent for the jockeys 
father, to recover the custody, control 
and earnings of Hicks from Plicque, to 
whom the boy was bound by his father 
as an apprentice jockey. It is claimed 
by Wright that the contract was Illegal 
and void for a number of reasons. 

An affidavit was submitted by Hicks, 
who is 18 years of age, expressing his 
entire satisfaction with his present treat- 
ment and declaring a decision to upset 
the contract by which Hicks was appren- 
ticed to Plicque, ‘‘would be in fact, ree 
establishing in New York negro Slavery 
and violating some of the provisions of 
the Dred Scott decision.’ 

Wright, he alleged, had brought the 
suit under an agreement with the father, 
giving Wright all the rights, power and 
authority over the son that the father 
possessed.

ENGINEER DIES 
AT DUTY'S POST 


Odom Is Claimed by Death 
While Driving His 
Engine. 


While sitting in his engne and leaning 
out of the window, straining his eyes to 
catch the signal, the swinging of a lan- 
tern, Daniel A. Odom, switch engineer 
of the Central, died yesterday morning at 


3 o'clock. 

A fast passenger train was approaching 
the switch engine before his condition 
was noticed. Seeing the approaching cars 
his fireman, J, F. Harper, called to him, 
and finally thinking him asleep, and 
knowing the danger of remajning on the 
Same track, backed the engine on an- 
other track and out of danger. 

Turning to the engineer and being una- 
ble to awake him, he called in several 
switchmen to his aid. Without regaining 
consciousness and before a doctor could 
be summoned, Odom died. 

Death produced no change in the looks 
of the engineer, There was not the least 
sign or fear or thought of coming dan- 
ger written on his face. His head had 
dropped forward a little, but his general 
attitude was that of a man on duty. 

An inquest was held at Patterson’s un- 
dertaking departments, to which the body 
was carried, and the decision of the coro- 
ner was that hig death was the result 
of organic heart trouble. 

Daniel Odom was 46 years old. He had 
been working for the Central for several 
years. His home was at the corner of 
Mangum and Tyler streets. He is sur- 
vived by two sons, one living in New 
Decatur, Ala., and the other living in 
this city, by his mother, Mrs. Rebecca 
Odom, and three sisters, Mrs. Sarah Bin- 
ion, Mrs, L, A. Beauchamp and Mrs. J. 
S Stanford. 

H's son, living in New Decatur,. Ala.., 
arrived in the city last night, but no 
funeral arrangements have so far been 
made. The body is at Patterson’s under- 
taking establishment.

The New York World is taking a 


poll of the congressmen from the 
south, requesting them to answer this 
pertinent question: 

If Mr. Cleveland is presented to the 


democratic national convention in 1904, 
wil] he be acceptable to the south? 


So far as we have noted the replies 
printed every southern congressman 
has pronounced, with more or less 
earnestness, that Mr. Cleveland will 
not be acceptable to the south. Some 
go so far as to say that he could not, 
even if nominated, carry their states, 
and Senator Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
frankly avows that he would prefer 
Roosevelt to Cleveland. 

All this questioning and comment 
may serve the purpose for “‘filler”’ mat- 
ter for The World, but it is in itself 
a vicious and disturbing controversy 
to introduce into party discussion at 
this time. 

Mr, Cleveland cannot be the demo- 
cratic presidential nominee in 1904. 
Barring any other reasons, The 
World’s poll shows that the opera- 
tion of the two-thirds rule in making 
nominations would make it impossible 
for him to achieve the nomination. 
He has recently described himself as 
“an old-fashioned democrat” and as 
such he should know beyond ques- 
tion that neither he nor any man liy- 
ing, or yet to live, can be elected by 
democratic will and votes to a third 
term of the presidency.

A rumor 
‘Was current that Ellison would reduce his 
estimate of consumption of American cot- 
ton from 300,000 to 600,000 bales on 
account of high prices prevailing. The 
movement of the crop continues on a 
very large sale, especially in Texas, where 
the newspapers report the Outcome as 
exceeding expectations.
